TIME  OF  DELIVERY 

Practically  all  Dutch  and  French  bulbs  will  be  ready  this  year  during-  September  and  early  in 
October.  All  import  regulations  are  now  off  so  there  will  be  no  delay  in  shipping.  Bulbs  this  year 
will  reach  here  in  plenty  of  time  to  plant  out  before  freezing  weather. 

WHEN  TO  ORDER.  It  is  best  to  order  promptly  on  receipt  of  this  list,  but  they  may  be  planted 
outside  any  time  up  to  freezing  weather.  Practically  all  the  bulbs  in  this  list  are  ready  m October, 
some  of  them  before. 

QUALITY  OF  OUR  BULBS.  Our  bulbs  are  the  best  we  can  buy — the  same  as  we  use  ourselves  for 
forcing  and  must  not  be  compared  with  stock  bought  to  sell  cheap. 

OUR  PRICES  are  as  low  as  this  grade  of  bulbs  can  be  sold.  Labor  conditions  in  Europe  are  such 
that  our  bulbs  cost  us  more  than  they  did  several  years  ago.  All  Bulb  Prices  in  this  catalog  are  prepaid). 


How  to  Plant 
Your  Bulbs 


A careful  study  of  the  engraving  will  show 
you  the  exact  depth  and  distance  to  plant  your 
bulbs  outside.  Spade  your  ground  up  well — 
good  and  deep — well  pulverized  and  rich.  Then 
smooth  off  the  soil  and  firm  with  brick  or 
board.  By  using  a round  stick  a little  larger 
than  the  bulb  you  are  planting,  you  can  easily 
make  holes  the  right  size  and  depth.  Drop 
your  bulb  in  right  side  up,  fill  up  the  hole  and 
again  pack  solid;  firm  and  give  thorough  wat- 
ering when  the  ground  is  dry  outside. 

When  the  ground  freezes  in  the  Fall  give  a thorough  mulch,  leaving  same  on  all  Winter  and  grad- 
ually remove  the  mulch  in  the  Spring. 

We  consider  it  advisable  when  the  ground  is  thoroughly  moist  after  you  have  placed  your  mulch 
on  the  same  to  cover  the  entire  bed  up  with  boards  or  roofing  paper,  so  as  to  prevent  it  from  getting 

very  wet  in  the  Winter  and  then  freezing  and  thawing. 

For  inside  use,  plant  your  bulbs  in  light  sandy  soil,  firming  them  well  in  the  soil  with  crown  of  bulb 
below  the  surface.  Give  them  thorough  watering;  then  plunge  the  pots  in  the  cellar  to  a depth  ot 
three  or  four  inches  above  the  pot.  Examine  them  occasionally  and  if  they  become  dry  give  them  a 

thorough  watering,  keeping  them  buried  from  four  to  six  weeks  till  they  are  started.  Then  remove 

them  to  the  light  and  grow  cool.  Do  not  bring  them  to  the  light  until  they  are  thoroughly  rooted  and 
started  and  do  not  put  them  in  a hot,  sunny  place,  as  this  will  have  a tendency  to  make  short,  interior 
blooming  stalks.  A light,  cool,  sunny  window  is  best  for  the  growing  of  all  bulbs  in  the  home.  Hya- 
cinths will  have  longer  spikes  if  grown  in  the  shade.
